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Abstract Two new species of Beris from China are described: Beris flava sp. nov., B. zhouquensis sp. nov. Their differences 
from the similar species are discussed. The types are deposited in the Entomological Museum of China Agricultural 
University, Beijing (CAU) and Institute of Zoology, Chinese Academy of Sciences (IZCAS). 
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The genus Beris Meigen is distributed in the 
Holarctic and Oriental Regions. It is characterized by 
the hairs on body usually dense, particularly in male; 
eyes in both sexes usually pilose, males eyes 
contiguous on frons; mid-lower face swollen; 
flagellum as long as or longer than scape and pedicel 
combined; palpus vestigial ( Yang and Nagatomi, 
1992). The Palaearctic and Oriental species were 
mainly studied by Frey (1961), Nagatomi and 
Tanaka (1972), Rozkošný (1982), Yang and 
Nagatomi (1992). The Chinese species were reviewed 
by Yang and Nagatomi (1992). Here two new species 
are added to the fauna of China. The types are 
deposited in the Entomological Museum of China 
Agricultural University, Beijing (CAU) and Institute 
of Zoology, Chinese Academy of Sciences (IZCAS). 
1 Beris flava sp. nov. (Figs 1-3) 

Male. Body length 5.3 mm, wing length 
4.7 mm. 

Head black with thin gray pollinosity. Eyes 
contiguous on frons, dark brown. Hairs on head 
distinct and dark brown except ventral surface with 
some pale hairs; eyes with distinct hairs. Antenna 
black. Antennal scape and pedicel black haired. 
Antennal ratio 6.5: 6.0: 19.0. Proboscis yellow with 
pale hairs. 

Thorax metallic green with thin pale gray 
pollinosity. Scutellum with 8 black spines (2 basalmost 
spines very short). Hairs on thorax pale. Legs nearly 
entirely yellow except fore and hind coxae black. Hind 
tarsomere 1 weakly swollen, 1.2 - 1.3 times wider 
than hind tibia. Hairs on legs pale. Wing uniformly 
slightly tinged grayish brown; stigma dark brown; 
veins dark brown; discal cell with posterior width and 
apical width same and small. Halter brown with 


yellow knob. 

Abdomen dark brown with grey brown 
pollinosity. Hairs on abdomen dark brown except 
tergites 1 - 5 with long pale lateral hairs. Male 
genitalia; tergite 9 slightly longer than wide, with large 
basal incision; cercus long; gonostylus long, curved 
inward, apically obtuse; gonocoxites wider than long, 
with distinct mid-posterior ventral process not distinctly 
bilobate; aedeagus with two acute lateral processes and 
slightly short median process. 

Female. Unknown. 

Holotype ő , Longtan 1 880 m, Jingyuan 
(35.5°N, 106.3°E), Ningxia, 5 July 2008, LIU 
Jing-Xian. Paratype 1 6 , same data as holotype. 

Etymology. The specific name refers to the 
yellow tarsi. 

Remarks, This species is somewhat similar to B. 
Suscipes Meigen, but it can be easily separated from the 
latter by the hairs on the eyes short and sparse, 
epandrium without the surstylus, and gonostylus long 
hook-like. 


2 Beris zhouquensis sp. nov. (Figs 4 -6) 

Male. Body length 6.4 mm, wing length 
5.5 mm. 

Head black with gray brown pollinosity. Eyes 
contiguous on frons, dark brown. Hairs on head long 
and dense, and dark brown; hairs on eyes long and 
dense, compared with other species. Antenna black. 
Antennal scape and pedicel black haired. Antennal 
ratio 7:6:21. Proboscis dark yellow with brown hairs. 

Thorax metallic green with gray brown 
pollinosity. Scutellum with 8 black spines (2 basalmost 
spines short). Hairs on thorax dark brown. Legs 
nearly entirely black except extreme tips of femora 
brownish yellow and bases of tibiae blackish. Hind 
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tarsomere 1 weakly swollen, slightly wider than hind 
tibia. Hairs on legs dark brown. Wing uniformly 
slightly tinged grayish brown; stigma dark brown; 
veins dark brown; discal cell with distinct posterior 
width, M, and M, convergent with short petiole. 
Halter dark brown. 

Abdomen dark brown with grey brown 
pollinosity. Hairs on abdomen dark brown; tergites 1 
-6 with long lateral hairs. Male genitalia; tergite 9 
wider than long, with large basal incision; cercus 
long; gonostylus short wide; gonocoxites as long as 
wide, with two short mid-posterior ventral processes 
widely separated; aedeagus with two long acute lateral 


processes and one short acute median process. 

Female. Unknown. 

Holotype 6 , Shatanlinchang 2 400 m, Zhouqu 
(33. 8°N, 104. 3°E) , Gansu Province, 17 July 1999, 
WANG Hong-Jian (IZCAS). Paratype 1 ô , same 
data as holotype, 16 July 1999, YAO Jian (IZCAS). 

Etymology. The species is named after the type 
locality. 

Remarks. This species is somewhat similar to B. 
digitata Li, Zhang et Yang, but it can be easily 
separated from the latter by the tarsi entirely black and 
gonostylus without any process at base.
